REPORT OF THE STAEE TREAS- 
URER.—The annual report of the 
State Treasurer, David A. Jenkins, 
Esq., states that the receipts into the 
Treasury for the Public Fund during 
the year ending September 30th, 
1874, amounted to $665,114.49, and 
the disbursements to $451,339.68— 
leaving a balance in the Treasury of 
$225,702.21. 

The receipts for the Educational 
Fund for same time amount to $44,- 
331.21—disbursements $56,029.94. 

The Treasurer, speahing of the gra- 
tifying fact that there is a balance in 
the Treasury, says onal 

“This nce indicates that the 
Treasury, during the year, has been 
free from the embarrassements 
of formers years, to which allu- 
sion was in my last an- 
nual rt. Its existence is at- 
tributable to the adequate levies 
of the revenue act, under which 
the taxes for the year .873 were col- 
lected, and the reduced expenses of 
the fixcal year 1874, as compared with 
the previous year, in connection, 
also, with the faet that the third 
quarter salaries and monthly or quar- 
terly nas to the Insane Asylum 
and Institution for the Deaf and 
Dumb and the Blind were not paid 
on the 30th of September, as in 1873, 
(warrants therefor not having been 
presented) and thus brought in the 
account of the closing fiscal year, but 
were paid in October. 

I apprehend, however, that it will 
be but very little more than suffi: ient 
with the reduced taxes now comiiy 
into the Treasury, to meet the ex- 
penses of the Government, as small 
as they are, or necessarily can be, for 
the present fiscal year.”’

Stry. 


The objection most strongly urged 
against present action in the mat- 
ter of a convention, by those of our 
friends who oppose it, is, that, in 
the present status of political -af- 
fairs in the State, it is inexpedient 
and dangerous. This opinion is 
based upon the fear that the people 
will not make proper reapouse to 
the call, should the 
make it, by the election of a ma- 
jority of delegates of the right faith, 
politically—that from apathy, im- 
difference, or other cause, they will 
permit the control of the body to 
pass into Republican hands, to the 
detriment of the welfare of the 
commonwealth. They believe that 
in the continued control of the 
State government by the Demo- 
cratic party lies the hope, and the 
only sure hope, of the people of 
North Carclina for an honest and 
economical administration of their 
pubhe affairs : and in this belief we 
agree with them. They believe 
further—bat in this opinion, for 
reasons hereinafter stated, we do 
not share-—that to act now in the 
matter of convention is to put in 
peril, not only the fruits of the vic- 
tories already won, but the prospects 
of the party for success in coming 
contests. They think they see in 
ihe movemeut the probability of de- 
feat and disasicr to the party, and 


naturally shrink from the adoption |

Before entering upon statement 
of the reasons, which seem to us {o 
require immediate action, we beg to 
call attention to two facts connected 
with the subject, which we deem 
singular and noteworthy. These 
are: first, that of the number of 
those who have made public their 
views upon the question, not one 
has denied the necessity for a revis- 
ion of the constitution ; and, see- 
ondly, that of that number but 
few—we do not now recail a single 
instance—have expressed a prefer- 
ence for amendment by the legisla- 
ture, rather than by a convention. 
The difference, then, is not as to 
the mode of amendment, but as to 
time when the work of amendment 
shall be entered upon. It is 
agreed, that the constitution needs 
to be amended in very many impor- 
tant particulars, and that amend- 
ment by of a convention is 
the speedier, more effective, and 
therefore the preferable method. 
From the date of its adoption in 
1868 to the present writing the de- 
fects and demerits of the constitu- 
tion have been the subject of dis- 
cussion, from the hnstings and in 
the press; and the purpose of the 
Democratic party to correct and 
improve it, at the first possible mo- 
ment, has been declared. The peo- 
ple have been taught, 2nd have come 
to believe, that it is burdensome and 
iniquitous, altogether unsuited to 
their tastes, habits and bus: ess ne- 
cessities; and that its revision is 
not only desirable but. necessary. 
They have never regarded it asa 
permanency. ‘True thousands of 
good men and true voted for its 
adoption, but they did so for speci- 
fic purposes—-to secure the restora- 
tion of the State to her former rela- 
tions with the Federal Government, 
relieve her people from military rule | 
and permit them to get about the 
work of repairing the losses made 
by the war withont alien interfer- 


ence. It was accepted as a tempo- 
rary refuge from present and im- 
pending evils, and accepted too 
with the understanding that it 


should afterwards be so remodelled | 


as to conform it to their wishes and 
wants. We know, that in the can- 
vass preceding its adoption, its 
ratification was recommended, upon 
these grounds, by its friends; and 
that this was the controlling cause 
in the conduct of many men, to 
whom some of its provisions were 
peculiarly obnoxious and offensive. 
The movement in favor of constitu- 
tional revision by meaus of a con- 
vention has begun. It has been

We ask our friends, in view 
of the facts, that in 1876, all, or 
nearly all of the officers of the State 
and county governments, members 
of Congress and of the State Leg- 
isjature are to be elected, is it wise, 
is it prudent to encumber that can- 
vass with the additional question, 
es} eclally when it is remembered that 
upon the legislature then chosen 
will devolve the selection of a suc- 
cessor to Senator Ransom, and that 
the resultof the State election in 
August will have a powerful, if not 
a controlling, influence upon the 
Presidential election in the Novem- 
ber succeeding? Must it not hap- 
pen, in the multitude of matters 
which will then come up for consid-
